Seat and found the Saviour.

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ABANDONED BABIES CARED FOR 
One bitter winter's night a nurse on duty at 
Grace Hospital saw a little bundle lying on the 
doorstep. She stooped to examine it and found a 
tiny mite of humanity, only a few days old, was 
contained within the wraps. Some poor, unfor- 
tunate girl, tired of the hard struggle to support 
herself and the little one. had left it in The Army's 
care, knowing that it would be sheltered and loved 
and given a chance in life. 

Many little waifs are thus received into our 
Homes. One was found in a garbage can, early 
one morning; another was brought to us from a 
railway train where it had been left by itB mother. 
What an appeal these little mites make to our 
compassion and humanity, but what a responsi- 
bility is thrust upon us for their maintenance.

signed "Father." Throughout the network of 
machinery which is the power behind the "War 
Cry s" message, t'ne boy was financed across the 
world to his old home and is today a loyal Salva- 
tionist.

Comrades and Friends: — 

The days which have been appointed for our Self- 
Denial Campaign this year of Grace, 1925, are May 
10th to 17th. It is a notable year for us— the sixtieth 
since the Work began in 1865— and so our Diamond 
Jubilee. For this reason, as well as for others, we 
desire that the Effort should prove a 
success, eminent even among the many 
successes of the past. 

When I speak of success, I am not 
thinking merely of the money aspect 
of the matter. That is important. Of 
course it is. The progress of The 
Army; the continued extension of its 
Work in one part of the world and 
another; the extraordinary and ever- 
increasing demands which are made 
upon it by human need and human 
suffering — all call for increased expen- 
diture of money. There can be no 
doubt about that. If we are to carry 
forward what has been so gloriously 
begun, money is indeed a necessity. 
I am praying, therefore, for a suc- 
cessful Self-Denial Week on that 
ground. But I am not chiefly con- 
cerned with the money just now. I 
want this Campaign to be a success in 
the personal love and self-denial of 
all who take part in it. My com- 
rades, can there be any real Salvation — 
Salvation, that is, 'which pleases God 
and lifts up man — without the denial 
of self? The denying, that is, not mere- 
ly of what is sinful and selfish, but of 
what may be lawful, for His Master*s 
sake. 

It was in His glorious Self-Denial that Jesus Christ 
appeared to us— the Saviour of the world. He pleased 
not Himself, says the Apostle. He denied Himself 
— though He was rich yet for our sakes He became 
poor. He took upon Him the form of a servant (though 
He was really the Master of all). He took up His cross; 
He gave His body to be bound and buried. He was 
Self-Denial in action before our eyes — before the 
eyes of the whole world. 

And how definitely His servants are directed to follow 
His example. Every one, Paul says, that striveth for 
the mastery is temperate in all things — that is, he keeps 
himself in hand, exercises power over himself — is re- 
strained in all things. So while he has the right., equally 
with others, to sorrow or to rejoice, to buy or to sell, to 
eat or to drink, to marry or to give in marriage, to go or 
to come, he must not be selfish, using everything to the 
full, but in all things be self-denying. 

And Self-Denial such as Jesus calls for and such as He 
Himself sets before us goes further. It is a denial of all 
that tends to evii. It draws away from moral and spirit- 
ual danger. There is an old story of some men who went 
to see an employer who wanted to engage a coachman. 
To each applicant he put the question, "How near to a 
precipice do you think you could safely drive the car- 
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riage?" They gave different answers, till one said he 
could not say, but he would keep as far as possible away 
from it. So with many things which are only dangerous 
as we come nearer and nearer to them, Self-Denial will 
keep as far away as possible. 

In love for our own, in the exercise of our power over 
others, in the praise we receive from 
men, in self-sufficiency and self-pleas- 
ing, in striving after happiness, or other 
gain, Jesus Christ, alike with our own 
safety, calls for Self-Denial. 

Here are some gracious words which 
I take from an old book I sometimes 
read, and which have a real bearing 
on what I have said : 

Look up to Christ and deny your- 
selves everything, whatever its char- 
acter, which you think He would have 
you relinquish. You need not calcu- 
ate and measure if you love much: 
you need not perplex yourselves with 
points of curiosity if only you have a 
heart to venture out after Him. He 
bids you take up your cross; therefore 
accept the daily opportunities of yield- 
ing to others when you need not yield, 
and of doing unpleasant services which 
you might avoid. 

He bids those who would be highest 
live as the lowest, therefore turn from 
ambitious thoughts and do not desire 
for authority and rule. He bids you 
give alms to the needy, therefore hate 
to spend money on yourself. Shut 
your ears to praise, especially when it 
grows loud: set your face like a flint 
when the world ridicules, and smile at 
its frowns and threats. Learn to master your heart, 
especially when it would prolong a barren sorrow or give 
way to unsuitable tenderness. Curb your tongue and 
turn away your eye lest you fall into temptation. Be up 
at prayer "before the day." So shall self-denial come 
to be natural to you and, like Jacob, you will lie down 
even in the waste places and will see angels and a way 
opened for you into Heaven. 

Every word I have said is to every one who shall read. 
Let your heart go out to the Great Example and we shall 
have a good Self-Denial Campaign. Love and peace will 
reign. 

Remember, please, that while at these times we always 
make the Work of the Army in the Dark Lands our first great 
call, there are also its ever-increasing Activities at home to be 
provided for. Self-Denial helps all these. And we must keep 
them going. We really must! I cannot think of giving up one 
of those Efforts. If it could happen that I had actually to drop 
one, I should not know which to choose ! 

And so I say again, do all you can this Self-Denial, and all 
you do will help to keep these great Agencies of love and grace 
going forward.

I was privileged to attend during 
the next few days the last Officers' 
Meeting conducted by Commissioner 
Booth-Tucker before his retirement 
from the land so dear to him. Soon 
I received my new name, Jhanda 
Singh, which means "The Lion of the 
Flag," from the Commissioner, and 
was appointed to Training work in 
Calcutta. The Commissioner's last 
words to me were, "Ensign, I want 
you to go and be an apostle to Ben- 
gal." This charge has been a source 
of inspiration to my heart. 

My first three years were crowded, 
happy years of sei-vice, with a pro- 
gram more than full, including Day- 
school oversight, along with the Train- 
ing Garrison duties and the English- 
speaking Corps. This all afforded di- 
rect spiritual work and our efforts 
were crowned with many seeking God 
within the Open-Air as well as the 
inside Meetings. 

The training of half a dozen younsr 
men from a district known as the 
Lushai Hills of Assam, was one of 
the most gratifying features of my 
privileges in the Training work. When 
we consider that less than thirty years 
ago the people tli^re were savages 
find known as Head^unters, and the 
great ehange that has corne about 
through the nower of the Gospel, it 
is an inspiration to know that a very

BY the great Self-Denial of Christ 
our Salvation was purchased. He 
tells- us to- follow Him. A great op- 
portunity comes to all during this 
Self-Denial Effort to practise His 
Spirit both in giving and by rendering 
service. 

One cannot imagine how much the 
success of this effort means to the 
poor, sin-bound, ignorant, and, in 
many cases, half-starved and uncared- 
for little children and others of the 
dark heathen lands. My heart is 
touched by their helplessness. And if 
one could see the devotion of many 
of our Missionaries who count it a 
joy to suffer any privation to seek out 
and help these poor, I am sure you 
would feel all you gave was put into 
a wise investment. A little incident 
will let you see what is really done 
for these poor, neglected little ones for 
whom Christ died. 

Not too Filthy to I-ove 

To one of our Girls' Boarding 
Schools in India was brought a little 
' girl who had been thrown on the dust- 
heap in the village. The father and 
mother had died during an epidemic. 
This child was handed to a certain 
mission, but they found her too dirty 
to be taken into their care, so one 
of their Indian workers brought the 
little child, in its half-starved, filthy 
condition (its little body covered with 
sores and full of worms) to The Sal- 
vation Army School and asked if the 
Army would take the little one. The 
Officer in charge of the School was 
away and the Assistant had really no 
authority to take the child without per- 
mission from Headquarters, as the 
School was already full and funds were 
rather low. The young woman, how- 
ever, had a tender, warm heart and, 
looking at the sad condition of the lit- 
tle one, I think she asked her heart, 
"What would Jesus do ?" and so said to 
the Indian Mission worker, "It is not 
too filthy for Jesus to love. I have no 
authority to take the child without 
permission, but I will take it on my 
own for Jesus' sake until I can com- 
municate with Headquarters." So 
saying, she took the child from his 
arms, and, as I happened to be in the 
School at the time she brought it to 
show me, and such a little object I 
had never before looked upon. The 
School Assistant took the little mite, 
washed it, and, day after day, patient- 
ly took away from the sores the hor- 
rible worms which had wound them- 
selves into the flesh. It was a sicken- 
ing work, and caused the Officer to 
revolt many times, hut out of her 
heart of love she put" aside her own 
feelings, and daily did her self-appoint- 
ed task, until the child's body was 
completely healed. The child ultimate- 
ly died, but the Officer said, "Well, 
I had the satisfaction of letting the 
little one know some love, and letting 
it go to Jesus with a clean body." 

This is only one oat of many, many 
things which are done to show the 
love of Jesus in the lands where, if 
it were not for the Self Denial Effort, 
the story and the touch of God's love 
would not be felt or heard.

A few figures concerning the Army's J 
work may be of interest here: 

In the Canada West Territory we 
have four Maternity Hospitals where 
over 3,000 patients are cared for 
yearly. Then there are four Eescue 
Homes through which hundreds of 
girls pass each year, many giving evi- 
dence of a real change of heart and 
life. Four Children's Homes accom- 
modate 225 orphaned, neglected or de- 
serted children, and at the Kildonan 
Industrial Home delinquent girls are 
looked after and given a chance to 
make good. 

Passion for the Unfortunate 

Every Women's Social Officer in 
Canada West is burdened with a pas- 
sion for the unfortunate who cross 
their pathway. The coming down to 
tile level of those who suffer from 
any cause, has been one of the great 
secrets of the Women's Social Offi- 
cers' success, and of helping this 
branch of our International operations 
to rise up to its present state of ef- 
ficiency. 

We have also seven Working Men's 
Hostels accommodating over 600 men, 
where good clean beds may be ob- 
tained at moderate prices. Other ac- 
tivities include Prison and Police 
court work, Missing Friends Bureau, 
eight free Employment Bureaus, 
Christmas dinners and Winter Belief 
and a Young Women's Boarding 
House, where working girls find good, 
home-like accommodation at small 
cost. Evangelistic work is carried on 
at 210 Corps, Societies and Outposts 
throughout the Territory where Meet- 
ings in the open air and indoors are 
held regularly. These are the centres 
of many helpful activities, such as: 
League of Mercy, Life-Saving Scouts 
and Guards, Young People's Legions, 
Bands, Songsters, Home League, etc. 

At the Training Garrison in Winni- 
peg young men and women are an- 
nually prepared for Officership and 
at the Grace Hospital, Winnipeg, a 
number of young women are trained 
each year as nurses. 

Throughout the world the Army has 
27,430 Officers and others wholly em- 
ployed in its service. These are work- 
ing at 13,747 Corps and Societies. 
Some 45,922 people are accommodated 
nightly in its Institutions for assist- 
ing the poor. It has 293 Food Depots 
and Shelters for men, women and chil- 
dren; 174 Labor Factories for employ- 
ing destitute or characterless persons; 
147 Homes for Children; 116 Indus- 
trial Homes for the Rescue of Women, 
and 52 Maternity Hospitals. 

Other activities include 97 Labor 
Bureaux for helping the unemployed; 
12 Land Colonies and Farms; 16 
Homes for ex-Convicts; Lodging 
Homes for Men and Women, Mid- 
night Eescue Brigades; Nursing Bri- 
gades for the sick poor in the slums; 
Police Court Brigades for assistance 
of young offenders; Inquiry Officers 
for tracing lost and missing friends; 
Homes for the Aged, etc., etc. 

This and much more that we yet 
hope to do can only be accomplished 
by the help of the Self-Denial Effort, 
which is largely in aid of our mis- 
sionary operations. Our readers will 
agree there could be no worthier cause 
than to take the light of the Gospel 
into parts of the earth that are now 
enveloped in the gross darkness of 
heathenism.
